WITH SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION OF KHMER ITEM IN PLENARY, 
REMAINING KHMER ISSUE FOR 29TH GA WILL BE CREDENTIALS. 

JUST BEFORE PLENARY CONVENED, SPOKESMEN FOR FRIENDLY RES 
(INCLUSING THAI AND JAPANESE AMBS) MET WITH GA PRES 
BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA) TO PROBE HIS INTENTIONS, AND JAPANESE 
DISCLOSED THAT BOUTEFLIKA STRESSED THAT HE WOULD HANDLE 
PLENARY "DEMOCRATICALLY 1 ' AND IMPLIED HE WOULD ESCHEW 
MAKING RULINGS FROM CHAIR. IMMEDIATELY AFTER CONCLUSION 
OF ITEM, BOUTEFLIKA HAD CONVERSATION WITH KHMER PRIMIN 
LONG BORET, WHICH LATTER DESCRIBED AS "VERY USEFUL" 

AND "CORRECT." PRIMIN SAID BOUTEFLIKA TOLD HIM HE ENDEAVORED 
TO BE COMPLETELY IMPARTIAL IN KHERM DEBATE AND IN LAST 
24 HOURS EVEN FAVORED GKR SIDE ON SOME PROCEDURAL MATTERS, 
AND ENDED BY SAYING DUTY OF ALL NOW IS TO SEARCH FOR PEACE. 

THAI AMB WAS OUTSTANDING AS FLOOR LEADER OF ALLIED TEAM 
AND DEALT FLAWLESSLY WITH PROCEDURAL ISSUES. BAROODY 
(SAUEI ARABIA) PROVED GREATLY HELPFUL IN PROCEDURAL 
MENEUVERING. FACT THAT ARABS (AND OIL PRODUCERS GENERALLY) 
WERE DIVIDED, WAS DRAMATIZED BY THIS EXERCISE, AND OPPOSITION 
EFFORT TO PRESENT KHMER REPRESENTATION AS "NON-ALIGNED" 
ISSUE WAS SET BACK. WIDELY NOTICED ABSENCES OF EGYPT AND 
GHANA AT VOTING TIME WAS CRITICAL. WHILE SOVIET BLOC 
VOTED AGAINST US THROUGHOUT EVEING, PASSIVITY OF SOVIET 
SUPPORT WAS CLEARLY RECOGNIZED BY NON-ALIGNED.

KOREA AT 29TH GA - 

IN SPITE OF ROK FONMIN S FEAR, CHINESE, SOVIET BLOC 
AND MOST NON-ALIGNED WERE PRESENT TO HEAR HIS STATEMENT 
IN COMITE 1 NOV. 29. TUNISIAN REP ASKED SECRETARIAT TO 
PREPARE REPORT ON URGENT BASIS DESCRIBING NATURE AND 
COMPOSITION OF UN COMMAND, I.E., WHO IS UN COMMANDE 
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NUMBER OF TROOPS IN UNC, AND COUNTRIES FROM WHICH THEY 
COME. BRITISH AND DUTCH REPORTED THAT AT NY EC-9 MEETING 
ALL MEMBERS BUT FRENCH (WHO INDICATED THEY WILL ABSTAIN 
ON HOSTILE REL) AGREED TO VOTE IN FAVOR OF FRIENDLY 
KOREAN RES AND AGAINST HOSTILE DRAFT. 

USDEL INFORMED FRENCH OF INSTRUCTIONS PERMITTING US TO 
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ACCEPT FRENCH-INSPIRED AMENDMENT TO FRIENDLY RES ON CONDITION 
ALL OTHER CO-SPONSORS AGREEABLE AND ON ASSUMPTION FRENCH 
WILL VOTE IN FAVOR OF RES. FRENCH CONFIRMED THEY WOULD

CHINESE COMMENTS ON NUCLEAR TESTING - 

CHINESE REP HUANG HUA COMMENTED TO AMB BENNETT HE HAD SEEN 
NUMEROUS REFERENCES IN PRESS AND ELSEWHERE TO "NEW 
EPOCH" FOLLOWING FORD BREZHNEV MEETING, SAID HE DID NOT 
BELIEVE THERE WAS NEW EPOCH, AND SCOFFED AT IDEA OF 
CONTROLS AND UPPER LIMITS ON NUCLEAR ARMAMENTS, 

SAYING EACH PREVIOUS SOVIET-US AGREEMENT IN THIS 
FIELD HAD PROMPTLY BEEN FOLLOWED BY TESTING "IN LARGER 
MEGATONS." AMB BENNETT ARGUED 

AGREEMENT WAS OF UNDOUBTED IMPORTANCE AND SHOULD BE OF 
INTEREST TO ENTIRE WORLD COMMUNITY, INCLUDING CHINA. 

FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGAUD REMARKED THAT FRENCH TESTING 
WOULD GO UNDERGROUND NEXT YEAR AND THAT WOULD LEAVE 
CHINA AS ONLY NUCLEAR POWER TESTING IN ATMOSPHERE. HUANG 
HUA S RESPONSE WAS THAT PRC TESTING WAS OVER OWN TERRITORY

AS TIME APPROACHES FOR DEBATE ON CHARTER REVIEW, SOVIETS 
ARE TAKING LEAD IN DELAYING COMITE 6 WORK SO AS TO LEAVE 
LITTLE TIME FOR DISCUSSION OF REVIEW AND THUS ENHANCE 
ARGUMENTS FOR DEFERRAL. THEY GAVE TOUGH RES KILLING ITEM 
TO SECRETARIAT TO HOLD UNTIL PRO-REVIEW RES SUBMITTED, 

AT WHICH TIVE SOVIET DRAFT WILL BE DISTRIBUTED WITH PRIORITY.
